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His  Eminence,  Richard  Cardinal  Cushing,  once  de¬ 
scribed  Tom  Yawkey  as  “Boston’s  Own  Mr.  Baseball” 
.  .  .  and  that’s  what  he  has  been  ever  since  he  pur¬ 
chased  the  Red  Sox  and  historic  Fenway  Park  in  1933. 

In  his  29  years  of  leadership,  the  Red  Sox  have  fin¬ 
ished  in  the  second  division  only  nine  times,  and  after 
Mr.  Yawkey  dramatically  reorganized  the  administra¬ 
tion  of  the  club  in  the  Fall  of  1960,  the  team  started 
the  move  back  to  the  first  division  last  season. 

Thomas  Austin  Yawkey  was  born  in  Detroit,  Feb. 
21,  1903.  His  foster-father  William  H.  Yawkey,  the 
famed  industrialist,  was  President  and  owner  of  the  De¬ 
troit  Tigers  in  Tom’s  early  years,  so  his  indoctrination 
into  baseball  was  swift.  That  was  a  period  when  the 
Tigers  had  many  of  the  super  stars  of  the  game  and 
baseball  became  young  Tom’s  game. 

He  played  himself  at  Irving  School  and  at  Yale  Uni¬ 
versity,  and  even  today  continues  to  work  out  with  em¬ 
ployees  in  fast-paced  “pepper”  games  at  Fenway  Park 
when  the  Red  Sox  are  on  the  road. 

Red  Sox  fortunes  were  at  a  low  ebb  when  Mr.  Yaw¬ 
key  took  the  reins  in  1933.  The  once-proud  Sox  hadn’t 
risen  out  of  the  second  division  in  the  previous  14  years, 
and  had  finished  last  in  nine  of  those  years.  Fenway 
Park  was  badly  in  need  of  repairs,  and  a  rebuilding 
program  was  immediately  put  into  effect  for  both  the 
team  and  the  park. 

Expense  was  no  object  and  before  long  Red  Sox  fans 
were  thrilling  to  the  exploits  of  Lefty  Grove,  Jimmy 
Foxx,  Bobby  Doerr,  Ted  Williams,  Tex  Hughson,  Vern 
Stephens,  Johnny  Pesky,  Mel  Parnell  and  countless 
others.  Boston  became  and  still  is  one  of  the  most  solid 
franchises  in  the  game  under  Yawkey’s  direction. 

Last  season,  the  Red  Sox  came  up  with  some  new 
stars,  the  nucleus  around  whom  the  club  is  building 
back  into  a  pennant  contender.  .  .  .  “Rookie  of  the 
Year”  Don  Schwall,  Chuck  Schilling,  who  set  a  new 
fielding  record  for  second  basemen,  and  Carl  Yastrzem- 
ski,  who  hit  so  well  in  the  homestretch  of  the  1961 
season  and  indicated  he’ll  be  a  long  time  fixture  at  Fen¬ 
way  Park.  Many  prize  bonus  players  were  signed  dur¬ 
ing  the  1961  season,  as  once  again  Tom  Yawkey  indi¬ 
cates  that  his  interest  in  the  fortunes  of  the  Red  Sox 
has  never  waivered. 

During  the  winter  months  he  is  in  constant  touch 
with  Fenway  Park.  He  keeps  information  about  indi¬ 
viduals  in  the  farm  system  at  his  fingertips,  and  during 
the  season  he’s  a  familiar  sight  in  his  roof  box  at  Fen¬ 
way  watching  proceedings. 

A  close  second  to  his  interest  in  the  Red  Sox  has  al¬ 
ways  been  his  association  with  the  Children’s  Cancer 
Research  Foundation  in  Boston,  popularly  known  as 
the  “Jimmy  Fund,”  which  he  is  constantly  aiming  to 
enrich  and  improve. 

As  Cardinal  Cushing  so  aptly  described  him,  “Bos¬ 
ton’s  Own  Mr.  Baseball,”  Thomas  A.  Yawkey,  one  of 
the  most  respected  men  ever  associated  with  the  na¬ 
tional  pastime.

Very  few  men  in  baseball  had  a  more  thorough 
knowledge  of  the  intricate  operations  of  a  major  league 
franchise  as  Dick  O’Connell  had  when  he  became  Exec¬ 
utive  Vice-President  of  the  Red  Sox  in  September,  1960. 

The  first  Greater  Boston  man  to  become  front  office 
leader  of  the  Red  Sox,  Dick  had  been  business  man¬ 
ager  of  the  club  and  director  of  all  Fenway  Park  oper¬ 
ations  for  several  years  prior  to  his  promotion. 

Working  closely  with  manager  Mike  Higgins  in  the 
direction  of  major  league  personnel,  and  with  Farm  Di¬ 
rector  Neil  Mahoney  in  the  development  of  the  revital¬ 
ized  Red  Sox  farm  system,  O’Connell  has  coordinated 
and  streamlined  all  the  Red  Sox  operations  in  the  past 
year  and  a  half  and  developed  a  well  knit  organization 
dedicated  to  the  task  of  making  the  Red  Sox  a  serious 
pennant  contender  once  more. 

A  native  of  Winthrop,  Mass.,  O’Connell  graduated 
from  Boston  College  in  1937,  and  received  his  Master’s 
Degree  from  the  same  school  in  1938.  After  playing 
both  baseball  and  football  at  Winthrop  High  and  Bos¬ 
ton  College,  he  became  a  teacher-coach  before  entering 
the  U.  S.  Navy  in  1942. 

As  an  officer  in  Naval  Intelligence  in  the  Pacific 
Area,  he  directed  units  for  photographic  interpretation 
and  collecting  enemy  base  intelligence  on  the  staff  of 
the  Joint  Intelligence  Center  directly  under  the  Com¬ 
mander  in  Chief,  Pacific  Fleet.  In  that  capacity  he 
played  a  vital  part  in  the  planning  of  all  Pacific  inva¬ 
sions  from  Tarawa  in  1943  to  Okinawa  in  1945. 

He  joined  the  Red  Sox  organization  in  1946  as  Busi¬ 
ness  Manager  of  the  Lynn  Red  Sox  in  the  old  New 
England  League.  He  came  to  Fenway  Park  in  1948  and 
has  steadily  climbed  in  the  administration. 

Along  with  his  Red  Sox  duties  through  the  years, 
Dick  was  also  recognized  as  one  of  New  England’s  top 
football  officials  prior  to  becoming  vice-president. 

Members  of  the  press  have  been  impressed  with  his 
direct  and  straightforward  answers  to  their  questions, 
and  directness  has  been  his  main  characteristic  in  guid¬ 
ing  the  Red  Sox  operations  for  the  past  year  and  a  half. 
As  far  as  the  future  of  the  Red  Sox  is  concerned,  he 
still  holds  to  the  statement  he  made  when  he  assumed 
the  vice-president’s  role, 

“We’ll  let  the  results  do  the  talking  for  us.”

Neil  T.  Mahoney  —  Director,  Minor  League  System 

Moved  into  the  top  spot,  directing  the  activities  of  the  six  Red  Sox  farm  clubs  and  the  far 
flung  scouting  system,  in  September,  1960.  Another  Greater  Boston  native,  Neil  Mahoney 
was  one  of  the  area’s  top  semipro  catchers  known  and  respected  for  his  all  round  knowledge 
of  baseball.  Graduated  from  Northeastern  University  and  later  coached  baseball  at  Bowdoin 
College,  before  joining  the  Red  Sox  organization  as  a  scout  in  1939.  He  was  supervisor  of 
Eastern  scouting  before  being  promoted  to  Minor  League  Director.  He  is  also  a  member  of 
the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Pacific  Coast  Leage.  Mr.  Mahoney  makes  his  home  in  Chestnut 
Hill,  Mass. 


Joseph  T.  Cummiskey  —  Treasurer 

A  graduate  of  Suffolk  Law  School,  Joe  Cummiskey  had  wide  experience  in  both  law  and 
accounting  before  joining  the  Red  Sox  organization  in  1948.  He  served  as  a  Lieutenant-Com¬ 
mander  in  the  Navy  during  World  War  II  and  now  handles  many  of  the  complicated  legal  and 
financial  affairs  connected  with  a  modern  major  league  baseball  operation.  He  lives  in  Bel¬ 
mont.  Mass. 


Milton  J.  Bolling  —  Executive  Assistant 

Lormer  Red  Sox  shortstop,  whose  career  was  cut  short  by  injuries,  he  returned  to  the 
organization  a  year  ago  as  assistant  to  Dick  O’Connell  in  all  phases  of  the  club’s  organization. 
A  graduate  of  Spring  Hill  College  in  his  native  Mobile,  Alabama,  Milt  Bolling  was  a 
successful  trucking  executive  in  the  South  before  he  returned  to  baseball. 


John  M.  Malaney  —  Associate  Director,  Public  Relations 

He  chronicled  the  activities  of  the  Red  Sox  for  many,  many  years  before  joining  the  Red 
Sox  staff  as  Assistant  to  Joe  McKenney,  now  the  American  League  publicity  director.  Jack 
Malaney  was  President  of  the  Baseball  Writer's  Association  of  America  in  1944,  and  after  serv¬ 
ing  the  Red  Sox  as  Public  Relations  Director  in  1959  and  1960,  now  continues  as  associate. 
His  home  is  in  West  Roxbury,  Mass. 


Thomas  B.  Dowd  —  Traveling  Secretary 

One  of  New  England’s  best  known  toastmasters  and  after-dinner  speakers,  Tom  Dowd  is 
now  the  senior  road  secretary  in  the  American  League.  His  duties  have  become  increasingly 
involved  because  of  the  problems  in  moving  the  entire  Red  Sox  ball  club  from  coast  to  coast 
under  American  League  expansion.  For  many  years  following  his  graduation  from  Holy  Cross 
he  was  one  of  the  best  known  National  Football  League  officials,  and  in  recent  years  was  a 
football  radio  commentator.  He  lives  in  West  Roxbury,  Mass. 


William  C.  Crowley  —  Director,  Public  Relations 

Became  Public  Relations  Director  in  October,  1960,  after  serving  for  three  seasons  as  one 
of  Curt  Gowdy’s  broadcasting  partners.  A  native  of  Dorchester,  Crowley  was  a  World  War 
II  bomber  pilot  prior  to  his  graduation  from  Boston  University.  He  also  holds  a  Master’s 
Degree  from  the  University  of  Minnesota.  A  newspaperman,  before  entering  radio  in  1949, 
for  several  years  served  as  Sports  Information  Director  and  Instructor  in  Economics  at  Holy 
Cross  College.

Rival  American  League  managers  rate  the  Red  Sox 
the  potential  “surprise  club  of  1962”  as  they  watch  the 
second  stage  in  Mike  Higgins’  youth  movement.  Under 
his  patient  directing,  the  Red  Sox  came  up  with  three 
prize  rookies  in  1961,  Don  Schwall,  Chuck  Schilling 
and  Carl  Yastrzemski,  and  rivals  realize  that  additional 
help  in  only  a  couple  of  positions  will  make  the  Red 
Sox  a  serious  challenger  again  in  the  American  League. 

The  popular  Texan  is  in  his  seventh  season  as  Red 
Sox  manager,  after  taking  over  in  1955,  when  the  Red 
Sox  finished  a  strong  fourth  and  he  was  named  “Man¬ 
ager  of  the  Year.”  In  14  years  of  managing  in  the  Red 
Sox  system,  his  clubs  have  finished  out  of  the  first  di¬ 
vision  only  three  times,  and  with  one  of  the  youngest 
clubs  in  the  game,  the  Red  Sox  are  expected  to  be  a 
first  division  team  in  1962.

Mike  was  bom  May  27,  1909  in  Red  Oak,  Texas, 
and  was  graduated  from  the  University  of  Texas  in 
1930.  He  immediately  joined  the  Philadelphia  Athletics 
and  as  “Pinky”  Higgins  he  became  one  of  baseball’s 
best  third  basemen  and  most  feared  hitters.  He  was 
traded  to  the  Red  Sox  in  1937,  and  after  two  good  sea¬ 
sons,  moved  over  to  the  Detroit  Tigers. 

He  stayed  with  the  Tigers,  except  for  a  year  in  the 
Navy  in  1945,  until  he  was  traded  back  to  the  Red  Sox 
in  May,  1946  and  helped  the  Sox  win  the  American 
League  pennant. 

One  of  the  hallmarks  of  his  managing  has  been  his 
ability  to  handle  his  pitching  staff  to  guarantee  having 
the  right  man  rested  and  ready  for  each  game  during 
the  season.  A  “man’s  man,”  Mike  commands  the  re¬ 
spect  of  his  players  as  a  quiet  disciplinarian  who  never 
embarrasses  a  player  in  public. 

Under  the  present  Red  Sox  organization  policy,  Mike 
works  closely  with  Dick  O’Connell  on  all  problems 
dealing  with  major  league  personnel. 

An  avid  hunter  and  fisherman,  he  makes  his  off  sea¬ 
son  home  in  Dallas,  Texas,  where  he  was  installed  into 
the  University  of  Texas  “Hall  of  Fame”  last  winter.

“The  Chief”  is  in  his  fourth  season  as  Red  Sox  coach  and  again  will  be  stationed  at  first 
base.  Well-remembered  by  baseball  fans  as  the  long  time  slugging  first  baseman  of  the  De¬ 
troit  Tigers.  He,  like  Mike  Higgins,  was  a  member  of  the  Red  Sox  pennant  winning  club  in 
1946. 

A  keen  student  of  hitting,  he  was  a  batting  instructor  in  the  Red  Sox  minor  league  system  in 
1958.  He  has  helped  in  the  development  of  several  of  the  younger  members  of  the  club. 


Salvatore  A.  “Sal”  Maglie 

Born:  April  26,  1917,  Niagara  Falls,  N.  Y.  Bats  and  Throws:  Right  Home:  Niagara  Falls,  N.Y. 

After  a  long  and  successful  career  with  the  Giants,  the  Yankees  and  others,  “The  Barber” 
became  a  pitching  coach  midway  in  the  1959  season  with  the  St.  Louis  Cardinals.  This  will 
be  his  third  season  as  Red  Sox  pitching  coach. 

Always  known  as  one  of  the  headiest  pitchers  in  the  game,  Sal’s  advice  has  proved  very 
helpful  in  developing  the  present  Red  Sox  fine  young  pitching  staff. 


William  J.  “Billy”  Herman 

Born:  July  7,  1909,  New  Albany,  Ind.  Bats  and  throws:  Right  Home:  Vero  Beach,  Fla. 

Mike  Higgins  rates  him  as  “one  of  the  finest  third  base  coaches  in  baseball,”  and  he  will 
be  sending  them  in  from  third  for  the  third  year  in  a  row  with  the  Red  Sox. 

He  is  rated  as  one  of  the  great  National  League  second  basemen  of  all  time  with  the  Chi¬ 
cago  Cubs  and  the  Brooklyn  Dodgers  from  1931  to  1946.  He  was  a  Dodger  coach  from  1952 
through  1957  and  with  the  Milwaukee  Braves  in  1958-59. One  of  betters  golfers  in  baseball. 


Leonard  J.  “Lennie”  Okrie 

Born:  July  16,  1924,  Detroit,  Mich.  Bats  and  Throws:  Right  Home:  Linden,  North  Carolina. 

The  newest  member  of  the  Red  Sox  coaching  staff,  Len  will  be  bullpen  coach  and  catcher 
for  his  second  straight  season. 

Started  professional  career  as  a  catcher  in  1942.  Broke  in  with  Washington  in  1948  after 
being  drafted,  and  was  with  them,  on  and  off,  until  traded  to  Red  Sox  in  1951.  He  was  sent 
to  Louisville  where  he  worked  under  Mike  Higgins.  Started  as  minor  league  manager  with 
the  Red  Sox  in  1954  at  Bluefield,  West  Virginia,  and  directed  Corning  in  the  New  York-Penn 
league  in  1959  and  1960.

Here’s  the  real  key  to  the  future  fortunes  of  the  Bos¬ 
ton  Red  Sox,  their  six  team  farm  system  under  the  di¬ 
rection  of  Minor  League  Director  Neil  Mahoney,  and 
his  very  able  and  genial  assistant,  Ed  Kenney. 

Since  Mahoney  took  ever  the  direction  of  the  farm 
system  in  September,  1960,  many  changes  took  place. 
The  entire  scouting  system  was  revamped,  a  painstak¬ 
ing  checking  system  was  installed  to  study  the  progress 
of  the  more  than  150  men  on  Red  Sox  minor  league 
clubs,  careful  records  were  kept  of  personnel  on  other 
major  league  teams  and  other  minor  league  systems,  an 
early  instructional  camp  for  promising  youngsters  was 
introduced,  and  allocations  of  players  for  the  1962  sea¬ 
son  were  made  only  after  all  managers  and  special 
scouts  had  given  their  opinions  in  a  season’s  end  meet¬ 
ing  in  the  fall  of  1961. 

A  staff  of  28  experienced  scouts,  including  some  of 
the  most  famous  names  in  baseball,  is  continually 
scouring  the  country  for  the  best  of  the  nation’s  young 


baseball  talent.  Last  year  many  promising  youngsters 
were  signed  and  they  will  have  the  benefit  of  the  best 
possible  teaching  and  preparation  to  bring  them  to 
Fenway  Park  as  soon  as  possible  as  the  Red  Sox  move 
back  to  their  former  proud  position  in  the  American 
League. 

Former  Boston  College  star,  Ed  Kenney  is  the  man 
who  coordinates  the  activities  of  the  six  minor  league 
teams  and  keeps  up-to-date  records  on  all  the  Red  Sox 
hopefuls  across  the  country. 

Five  Red  Sox  stars  of  the  past,  Ted  Williams,  Bobby 
Doerr,  Johnny  Pesky,  Mel  Parnell  and  Charlie  Wag¬ 
ner,  play  vital  roles  in  the  farm  system  under  Neil  Ma¬ 
honey’s  direction,  Pesky  and  Parnell  as  managers,  and 
Williams,  Doerr  and  Wagner  as  special  scouts. 

In  1961,  the  farm  system  produced  Schilling,  Schwall 
and  Yastrzemski,  three  of  the  top  rookies  in  baseball, 
and  each  year  there  will  be  others  to  join  them  in  the 
Red  Sox  flannels  at  Fenway  Park.
